brced them by fuch Bulwarks as they have ever fince 
cu Care to keep in good Repair. The Conftituents of 
Lloufe of Commons no fooner meet, after they are re- 
ined into Parliament, than the firft Thing they do is to 
ognize and affert their Privileges, by vigorous Votes re- 
ed into written Re/olutions, and delivered out and pub- 
d thro’ the whole Nation.

How couldét thou behave with fo much Meannefs 
among the Multitudes ? throw thyfelf into all the various 
Shapes of Proteus, and a la mode d’ Arlequin S*ih*n, bow 
thy Length of Back fo very low, diftend the Mulcles of 
thy Mouth into fo very wide a Smile, and mix thy extended 
Hand with every filthy natural Gauntlet thou could’ft catch 
at in the Forum?

When the afarementionéd falutary Privilege was firtt 
annexed to the Commons, in Exclufion of the intermeddling 
of Peers in their Eleétions, I know not; but I think it 1s 
beyond Doubt, that it was in thofe early Times when the 
Peers were in Poffeffion of all the great Offices under the 
Crown, and confequently of all miniltcrial Power. A 
Lord Lieutenant in thofe Days had an uncontrollable In- 
fluence'in his County, and was a Lord of Parliament, and 
fo was the High Trea/urer for the Tite being ; and feveral 
other great Offices were then filled up by Lords, which are 
now in the Hands of Commoners by Commifiion. I 
can’t therefore think it an unreafonable Conftruétion, that 
this Vote of Privilege we have been {peaking of extends 
virtually to fuch Commoners as execute thofe high Offices, 
or at leaft to the firft in Commiffion, who, by way of Emi- 
nence, is filed Firit Lord Commiffioner, &c. The Office 
of Lord High Treafurer has not been executed by a Peer 
fince the latter Days of Queen Anne: The Earl of Oxford 














occafion fach a vigorous Re/olution, how much more appre- 
henfive ought they to be of the Power of a P¥e M***r, 
Reprefentative of the Lord High T*{**r of Great Britain! 
on fuch an Occafion ; he! who has fo many P** in Com- 
mand, who is ftrengthened with the P*g**ve, and all the 
Revenue of the Crown, and even diregts the very Motion 
of the S*p*re, Should any enormous State-Officer, pof- 
fefled of fuch an Affemblage of Power, appear in Perfon 
to awe the Freedom of an Eleétion, what 11] would it not 
bode? What Terror not denounce to a free People? Would 
it not appear a Prodigy of Indecency at leaft? Would it 
not deferve the fevereft Reprehenfion in Parliament ; more 
efpecially, were the bold Intruder to be the Brother of a 
Peer and the Lord Lieutenant of a County, a Party interefted 
in the Choice of the People, and the very firft Voter on 
that Side which was moft likely to become a venal Recruit 
in hisown Regiment? What a daring Infult would this ap- 
pear in the Eyes of a free People? It would amount to 
litcle lefs than diétating to them. We may prefume that 
no Perfon, howeyer invefted with Power, would venture on 
fuch a romantic Expedition, were it not that in the utmoit 
Confidence of Succefs, which too often fanétifies the 
Wwrongelt Meafure, and gilds it with an Appearance of 
Right. It was Succefs that huthed up the Extravagance 
of Might exercifed not long fince at a little Borough on the 
Sea-fhore, where the returned Candidate fat, with an unem- 
barraffed Countenance, between a P*r of the Realm and the 
P*me M***r. Had that Affair been taken into dueCon- 
fideration, and branded with the juft Stigma it deferved, 
the Red-Lion of Brentford had never blufhed for the Condust 
of the White Wand. 


What a grating Mortification it muft have been to a 
Conjurer to find the Virtue of his Wand exhaufted, and 
inftead of correfponding with his Expe@ation of raifing 
Voters, as Fauffus did Devils, out of the Earth, fee them

We have feen the 
Founder of a modern Sect of Politicians go very fuccefsful 
Lengths towards enflaving his Fellow-Subjedts, who at laft 
unhors’d, and would have facrificed, him, had he not 
fought an Afylum in a higher Sphere ; and yet, notwith- 
ftanding this Example, we have feen his Succeffor in the 
fame School of Politics, and without his Abilities, run fill 
greater Lengths with Impunity.

Wednefday his Majeity went to the Houfe of Peers, and 
gave the Royal Affent to the following Bills, viz, 

The Bill for continning and granting to his Majefty cer- 
tain Duties upon Mak, Mum, Cyder and Perry, for 
the Service of the Year 1750. 

The Bill for punithing Mutiny and Defertion, and for 
the better Payment of the Army and their Quarters, 

The Bill for rep-aling the Duties in lieu thereof. 

The Bill to render Profecutions for Perjury and Suborna- 
tion of Perjury more eafy and effe€tual. 

‘The Bill co enable Beckford Kendal, Efq; and his Ifiue 
Male, to take and ufe the Sirname and Arms of Carter. 

The Bill for clearing, depthening, repairing, mantaining 
and improving of the Harbour and Piers of Great Yar- 
mouth ; and tor depthening and making more navigable 
the feveral Rivers emptying them(elves into the faid Haven ; 
and alfo for preferving Ships wintering therein, from Acci- 
dents by Fire. 

And to feveral Private Bills. 

A Bill is prepasing to prefeot to Parliament for rendering 
more effectally the Laws in being, particularly the Statute 
of the 2d Year of King James the Firft, to prevent Ufury 
and Extortion. 

We hear his Majefty has been pleafed to extend his gra- 
cious and free Pardon of all Treafoas, Mifprifon of Treafons, 
&c. unto Simon Frafer, Son of the late Lord Lovat. 

We hear that twelve Hundred Pounds a Year will be 
added to the Salary of the Matter of the Rolls. 

Wednefday was held a General Court of the Governor 
end Company of the Bank of England, at their Houfe 
in Threadneedle-ftreet behind the Royal Exchange, when 
a Dividend of 2 1-half per Cent. for Intereft and Profits 
for the Half-year ending at Lady-day next, was agreed 
to: The Dividend-Warrants for which are to be delivered 
the 24th of April next. 

Tue(day atthe Meeting of the Eaft-India-Bond holders 
at the Crown Tavern, a Committee o! fifteen was appointed 
in order to draw up a Petition to Parliament, that the 
Bondholdess might be admitted to fub{cribe in their Bonds, 
to enable the Government to pay the ait India Company’s 
Debt ; and that they might have, in Liew of fuch Bonds 
either Government Bonds redeemable by Parliament, but 
not by Notice from the Bondholders, commencing from 
March 25, 1751, bearing 3 1 Half per Cent. Interett for 
feven Years, and after that Time 3 per Cent or annuities 
bearing the fame interelt, commencing at the fame Time. 

.. The Million of Money that is to be railed by Subferip- 
tion, is not to be applied towaids paying off the Nou Sub- 
feribers, but to pay of the Million to the Bank which the 
Government borrowed on circulating Exchequer Bills.

Clarke, and Capt. Innys, both Sea Officers belonging to 
Admiral Knowles's Squadron, Capt. Clark fired his Piftol 
firit, and the Ball went through Capt. Innys Breaft into his 
Body ; he was directly cartied to aSurgeon, but died the 
fame Day. Capt. Clarke was fecured by the Centinels 
doing Duty at the Powder Magazine in Hyde Park, but 
has | ine efcaped. 

The Coroner’, Inqueft having fat on the Body, brought 
in their Verdiét Willful Murder ; and the Corpfe was latt 
Wednefday Night interred ina Vault belonging to the Pa- 
rith of St. Margaret's, Weftminfter. 

A certain Sea Officer has, we hear, received no lefs than 
four Challenges to fight at Sword and Piftol, within 3 Days. 

Wednefday there was a Boxing Match at Bronghton’s

and Charles Johnfon ; the Battle lafted about a Quarter of | 


an Hour, when Loomer gave out. At the fame 
Time Mr. John Slack came upon the Stage, and off-red, 
to fight Mr. Broughton im mediately for twenty Guineas 
agreeable to his Challenge, which he threw upon the Stage: 
Upon which Mr. Broughton told the Gentlemen prefent, 
That he would gladly embrace the opportunity, but that, 
as Slack had been in Keeping fome Months, and himfelf 
not immediately prepared for fighting, juitly declined the 
Battle ; but at the fame Time offered Slack ten Guineas 
to meet him there, and fight him, as that Day Month, 
which Slack accepted of. 

By Letters from Oxford we learn, that at the Affizes 
held there a Clergyman’s Daughter, who was married to a 
Gentleman in that County, was condemn’d for poifoning her 
Maid of whom fhe was jealous. 

On Saturday lait ended the Affizes for the County of 
Bedford, before the Hon. Mr. Juitice Abney, when the 
following Perfons received Sentence of Death, viz. 

Gabriel Tomkyns for rebbing the Chefter Mail on the 
2d of July, 1746. 

Arthur Davies for Horfe flealing ; and 

Francis Wilkins for healing 32 sheep. 

Tomkyns was ordered tobe hung in Chains near the 
Place where the Faét was Committed, This is the Perfon 
for the Apprehending of whom a Reward of 2001. was fo 
long offered in the feveral News-Papers in the -Year 1746. 
He had for fome Yeass been abroad, from whence he had 
but juft returned when he wasdiicovered and apprehended. 

Lait Saturday the Affizes ended at Winchetter, before 
Sir Thomas Birch, Kant. and the Hon. Mr. Baron Legge ; 
when feven Perfons received Sentence of Death, when only 
two of them were ordered for execution, viz. Edward Cog- 
gin for breaking open in the Night time the Dwelling Houte 
of John Cock ot Golport, and ftealing from theuce a Bed 
and Beding, and feveral Books; and William Kemp, 
for the Murder of William May, an Officer of hisMajetty’s 
Cuftoms of the Town of Portfmouth, The Subftance of 
the Evidence was, that May fufpefted there was fome 
uncuilomed Good on board a Sloop lately come into the 
River, went on board in order to feize it, and that upon 
his coming along along fide the Ship fome Words arofe 
upon which Kemp. was feen to ftrike May feveral blows 
on his Head with a ilretcher belonging to a Boat, upon 
which he. fell down between the Boat and the Ship, and was 
never feen afterwards. It is imagined he will be hanged 
in Chains near the Place where the Faét was committed. 

Mr John Tempeft, s young Gentleman of confiderable 
Family and Fortune, was tried for the Murder of Mrs. 
Goodyer, his Grandmother. The old Gentlewoman be- 
ing being about to fet fome Beans in her Garden, took 
down a ima!l Hatchet, in order to fharpen a Stick for that 
perpole, akked him to go with her, who accordingly ful- 
owed with the Hatehet in his Hand ; foon after which fhe 
was heard to call out to her Maid for Affiftance, who apon 
coming up to het found a very great Wound on one Side 
of her Head, and one of ber Hands cut off. The young 
Gentleman did not attempt to go away, but appcared 
much furprized, aud faid he did not think to do her any 
Harm. It being vety clearly proved that he had been for 
fome Time paft difordered in his Senfes, and had com- 
ane many Aéts or Lunacy, the Jury found him Not 

uilty. , 

Lait Wednefday two young Fellows, very genteelly 
drefled who had taken Poft Horfes in the Borough the 
Day before, were taken at Dartford in Kent, for puttin 
off bad half Guineas; and upon a Meflenger being dif. 
patched to enqaire at the different Houfes on the Road, it 
appeared they had put off feven of them at the different 
Houfes between London and Dartford. ‘
